Oakland retail dealers, however, do 


not seem to' be very muoh 'disturbed by 
the news.

opments with great calmness. 
F. S. Ossood, of Oseood Brothers, re- 


marking upon the 'telegraphic report, 
said: "This is a matter over which, the 
wholesalers, as such, have no control 
whatever. 
If they can get the retail- 


ers together, and g«t enough of them, 
they might be able to carry out their 
alleged intentions. 
Unless tUuy can do

can 
accomplish 
nothing. 
The wholesalers have no control over 
•the prices charged by retail dealers.

George B. DavJs, Com-misaary of Sub- 
sistence, was the first witness to ap- 
pear before 'the Beef Inquiry Cour.t to- 
day.

the Commissary General and assisted 
In preparing the Santiago beeJ! contract 
with . Swift & Co., dealing especially 
with 'the preparation of the 
clause 


covering- the time the beef was to be 
kept In refrigerators on shore. 
He 


had talked with General Bagan on the 
subject when 
the contract was in 


course of preparation, and had under- 
stood from him that the beef was to 
be kept in refrigerators 
seventy-two 


hours after arrival a.nd twenty-dour 
hours after its removal from 'them. 


Captain Davis detailed some instances 


in which boards of survey had exam- 
ined- beef, which had been complained 
of while in the refrigerator. 
One In- 
stance occurred at Manzar.lllo and an- 
other ut Santiago.

beef was condemned and in the latter 
a part ofUt was. . '• .

In reply to Major Lee, .Captain Davis 
said the understanding in the Commis- 
sary General's office was that the beef 
was to be kept good for seventy-two 
hours by the contractors after leaving 
the ship, 'providing 'good care ;was. tak- 
en. of it.

said, "but it was not supposed 'that the 
beef would be kept for 
more than 


twenty-four hours. 


Captain Davis said he had heard 


something of the Powell process for 
preserving beef, that a pro-position was 
made before the beginning of the war 
and after General Weston had brought 
the proceedings to the attention of the 
Department as the result 
of experi- 


ments with it at Tampa, about the time 
of the sailing of the Santiago expedi- 
tion. 


Major Lee .pointed out the apparent 


discrepancy in 
Captain 
Davis' 
and 


General Eagan's testimony as .to the 
conditions under which the beef was 
to ba kept for seventy-two hours after 
the arrival of the beef at. its .destina- 
tion. 
He read General Eagan's state- 


ment, saying -It was his Intention that 
the beef sliould be good for seventy- 
two hours, "no difference where taken 
from," -and saying that the twenty-four 
hour clause must be a clerical error. 


He asked Captain Davis to reconcile 


the two statements, to which request 
the captain responded by saying: 
"General Kagan had simply forgot- 


ten.

dents around the district of Lake1 Mer- 
ritt, finding •-that the waters of

lake were becomins badly 
befouled 


with decayed vegetable matter! "as well 
as 'the output' from Jthe -sewers enter- 
ing into -the lake, and that the same 
was.shoaling so rapidly that it would 
simply be a, mud puddle im a year or 
two, met and organized, what is new 
known as the Lake Merritt Sanitary 
and. Improvement 
Club, 
This 
club 


contains some hundreds of -members, 
the 
citizens 
being interested hi 'the 


progress and Improvement of -this city. 


The matter was brought -to the :at- 


ten-tlcn o.f the Council, ana after an 
inspection of -the premises the -Coun- 
cil, 
deeming It, not only for the 'best 


interests of the c-ltj but as a sanitary 
necessity, that the .Jake 
should be 


dredged and cleaned, on August 29 of 
last year passed an ordinance author- 
izing 'the 'Board of Works 'to adver- 
tise for bids -to 'dredge 'the lake.

firms. • The 
- proposals advertised 
by 


the Board o£ Works were rather Indef- 
inite In this respect that -they palled 
for two sets of bids, one -set, the con- 
tractor to provide the dumping ground 
for the mud removed, arid the other 
set tar the city to provide tsuch dump- 
Ing ground.

Eighth and 
Twelfth street 
bridges, 
thereby creating a beautiful park. 


After 
considerable -discussion 'the 
Board of Works decided to -accept -the 
bid far that work. -Tha^S-owest bidder 
was the firm of QulmBy & Harrelscm, 
but .they attached to their bid a num- 
ber 
of 
conditions 
-and 
restrictions 
practically changing the condition of 
aftalra In many respects, so that 'the 
City Attorney advised the Board of 
Works officially that -the bid was Ir- 
regular and coul'd net 
be 
enforced 
against •the contractor, because of the 
conditions and restrictions incorporat- 
es! into the bid, -not called for by the 
i.Jvertlsement. 


Tihe next lowest 'bidder, then, was O. 
P. Johnson, -and -to him 
the

awarded the contract.

Tha contractor went ahead ,in good 
Llth and built a dredger Ijvtvp 1'ake, 


•cosrins him over $20,000 to conV'ruct It, 
and has been pumping mud vjc two

T);ere was some feeling shown' by thq 


opposition, contractors at the time the 
bids were -awarded.

Johnson, a member of the firm ; of!

NTJW YORK, March 28.—Lieutenant 


Gohn of the Fourteenth Infantry, reg- 
ulars, stationed at Governor's Island, 
saw 
service in the Philippines from 


August 
to November last. Speaking 


of the battle now going on outside of 
Manila, Lieutenant Gohn said to a re- 
porter of the World: 


"I -believe that this will -be the last 


regular 
babtle 
with the Filipinos. 


IWihen this campaign Is over their mil- 
itary strength will be shattered. 


"But it will be a long time before 


the insurgents, are conquered. I tthink 
Jt will be a matter of years, perhaps 
two or three. 


"The determined resistance they are 


making 
against 
our forces is not 


etrange to me. Hurfian life is a very 
cheap thing with the Filipinos. They 
are 
-absolutely reckless In exposing 


rthemselves, and they go to the slaugh- 
ter willingly. They will fight hand to 
lhand if forced. 


"About one-third of Ag-ulnaldo's ar- 


my had Mauser rifles when I left. A 
considerable 
portion had single-shot 


'Remingtons. They we're not then fa- 
miliar with the use of firearms, bat 
they are a pooplo \v,ho learn quickly. 


"How they came to acquire .such a 


quantity 
of -Mausers is hard to say. 


They captured some with tihe Spanish 
prisoners. They undoubted-ly stole the 
o thers. 


"But -there is no doubt they are get- 


ting assistance from the outside. They 
have money, and ibhey know how to 
use 
It. -Smuggling1 is going on con- 
stantly. We stopped a good deal of 
it while I was there and once or twice 
captured small artillery consigned to 
Agulnaldo's army. They had no artil- 
Jery when I left, and I doubt that they 
ihave any to speak of now. 


"Artillery, however, la not o£ much 


service In that country, as the heavy 
guns 
cannot 
be moved easily. The 


roads are few and practically usoless 
for artillery. All around Manila the 
country 
is low and swampy and it 


would .be a tough job to move artillery 
through It. 


"The Filipinos can -build Rood tren- 


ahes. Those that I saw were 
first 
class. They 
do not protect the ap- 


proaches 
with barbed wire as the 


Spanish did in Cu'ba. I do not think 
they are as .good fighters as the Span- 
iards.. 


'\Many of the men 'in Aguinaldo's ar- 


my are uncivilized. In their own wars 
some of these natives still use the pois- 
oned arrows. That tells how civilized 
they 
are. You cannot get anything 


lower than that. 


"Agruinaldo ihimself is not a military 


igenius, but he Is a great leader of men. 
He possesses the art of making great 
bodies of men do as he wishes .with all 
their energy."

rell, Captain and Assistant Surgeon, of 
the First California Volunteers,-^is' in 
Chicago. 
His -regiment was, j the' first 


to reach Manila last June, .and the 
Captain was in the Island ofv Luzon 
continuously. until the last week of 
January—two months ago. He had 
an unusual opportunity to study the 
conditions in the Island, as ihe was se- 
lected last O-ctober to ma'ke a tour of 
•investigation extending from Manila 
to Dagupan. He speaks Spanish flu- 
ently, and for that reason was chosen 
•to carry -on .many of the negotiation's 
witfli Aguinaido. 
. 
- 


•He has traveled the country -where 


the American troops are now fighting, 
and in s>peakin-g of that locality said: 


"The railroad line extends up the 


middle of the valley along which our 
troops 
Hiave 
-bee-n 
advancing. 
The 


country in which the recent operations 
have taken place Is very Oat and is 
simply a succession 'of rice fields. Be- 
tween this- valley and the sea is a low 
range of hills, a-hd on the other -hand 
is the coast range of -mountains, per- 
haps .5000 or GOOD feet high. The rice 
field's a're quite small, and; are sepa- 
rated by dikes so that they can be 
flooded. It is an excellent country for. 
defensive operations. The natives use 
the dykes for trenches, retreating from 
one to another, and then In abandon- 
Ing a postlon they can flood the fields 
and thus ihir.der the advance of our 
men. 
I have not seen it mentioned in 


the dispatches, ibut I have no doubt 
that .many of these fields have been 
flooded." 


"What do you believe will be the 


effect -of the present campaign?" 


"There will be severa.1 pitched .bat- 


tles, and the Agiiinaldo's ar-my -will be 
dispersed; but the American army un 
the P-hiilipppines will have to contend 
with guerilla warfare for several years 
to come. The natives will not submit 
even'.if the ma.ln body of the army Is 
demolished and scattered. 
Still, I do 


not think the prospect is one tlha-t;. 
should be alarming or distressing. Our 
army will have an experience in the 
Pihillppines which will 'be exceedingly 
valuaWe and make it all the 'more ef- 
fective in the future." 


"How did you happen to m'ake a 


trip thro-ug-h the island?" 
"It was found a'dvlsaible to ascertain 


what the natives in the Interior were 
colng and what seemed to be their at- 
titude towardi the Americans. 
Tihe 


American officers in -uniform who (had 
attempted to traversa this part of the 
cox^ntry had been arrested 
a.nd sent 


bacik, so I traveled as a civilian. That 
was late In October. As I am of Eng- 
lish birth, I allowed the -natives to be- 
lieve -that I was an (EngUstiman. 
In 


addition to t'hat, I spolre Spanish and 
found little difficulty in getting along, 
although I was continually 
stopped 


and 'questioned. 
At every town the 


soldiers demanded of me a pass from 
Ag-uin'aklo. 
The fact Chat Ihis name 


was mentioned everywhere, sho-wing 
that he wa.s regarded as -their -leader, 
'gave me some^ idea -of his influence In 
bhe -island. I went the entire -length of 
the railway li-ne to Dagupan on br.e 
coast, and everywhere I four.d the -na- 
tives arming themselves and drillhig 
constantly. The one topic of conver- 
sation was the comirtier fi.giht with the 
Americans. They seemed to I'-sgard- it1 
as inevitable, -and were not disposed 
to avoid it. Even the little boys were 
marohiln-g up the streets- an-di bein'gr 
drilled, and I never saw more military 
enthusiasm 'in any country. Of course, 
.lie drilling was • very awkward and 
the .discipline was poor, but She sol- 
diers were intensely earnest and .en- 
;husiastic everywhere) and' fche fact 
th-at new arms -were tieing shipped in 
and distnKbuted ''•showed 
that some 


well-defined' policy of preparation was 
being put into effect." 


"How dl-d tihe natives get these im- 


provpd arms?" 


"They were sWpped: an during all 


last summer and autumn. 'As soon as 
A-gutnaldo established his g-overn-ment, 
he began to levy taxes in every village 
and demanded, tribute from the weal- 
thy residents in and around Manila, 
and a, great deal of this money was 
Immediately expended for arms and 
ammunition. At Malolos I saw Max- 
ims and' Gatlings. There are enough 
Spanish artillerymen among.tihe Insur- 
gents to liand'le' these -guns ir. an. ef- 
fective manner. It Is. evident also that 
the natives have competent engineers 
with them, for their trenches Ihave 
bee-n well-constructed <tnd so arranged 
t'hat soldiers can retreat from one to 
another .without puttln-g bhem-selves- in 
ran-pre." 


"You 
met Agoiinaldo often?" 


"For a time I met him two or three 


times a day. 
He impressed -me as a 


very shrewd -leader. He was exceed- 
ingly suspicious of the Americans and 
I found the .greatest difficulty In .get- 
ting any Information out of him. 
A'l 


every Interview he toad one of his na- 
tive officers with him."
